F When Mr. Walpole bought Straw- 
berry-hill, there were but five acres belonging to the houſe : 
the reſt have been purchaſed ſince. The Caſtle now exiſting 
was not entirely built from the ground, but formed at dif- 
ferent times, by alterations of and additions to the old ſmall 


houſe. The library, and refectory or great parlour, were 


entirely new built in 1753; the gallery, round tower, great 
cloyſter,

It was next 
hired by Mrs. Chenevix, & the noted toy-woman, who, on

The embattled wall to the road is taken from a print of 
Aſton-houſe in Warwickſhire, in Dugdale's hiſtory of that 
county. 

Entering by the great north * the firſt object that pre- 
ſents itſelf is a ſmall oratory incloſed with iron rails; in 
front, an altar, on which ſtands a ſaint in bronze; open 
niches, and ſtone baſons for holy water; deſigned by John 
Chute, eſq; of the Vine in Hampſhire. On the right hand, 
is a ſmall garden called the abbot's garden, parted off by an 
open ſcreen, taken from the tomb of Roger Niger biſhop of 
London, in old St. Paul's. Paſſing on the- left, by a ſmall 
cloyſter, * is the entrance to the houſe, the narrow front of 
which was deſigned by Richard Bentley, only fon of Dr. 
Bentley, the learned maſter of Trinity-college, Cambridge.

In this cloyſter are three blue and white delft flower - pots; and a bas-relief 
head in marble, inſcribed Dia Helianora ; it is the portrait of the princeſs Elea- 
nora d'Eſte, with whom Taſſo was in love, and who was the cauſe of his mis- 
fortunes.

THE E books are ranged within cothic: arches of pierced 
work, taken from a fide-door caſe to the choir in Dug- 
dale's St. Paul's.
